Embyoidered'0%;e with Peacl 
and Stones , that dazled by reflected Light, the adniring Phin- 
ces eyes , who had neber ſern che like befo1e: wer to Bed he 
went, and ſoon by Magick Spells, was Charmed into lumber ; 
when as Eutrope the fair Enchantreſs, ſent her Utrgin to ferch 
the Princes Swozd which he had put under his Beds dead, to 
refit any Enchantment that might de pꝛadiſed upon his Perſon ;

bc Punce being thus taken as it were in a Dnare, 
8 bewailed nor ſo much his Caprivicy as it grieved 
him to thinkehow rhe Pxinceſs and his Father 
would take his abſence; yet with a Mmly Cour: 
age he reſolved to bzave his Fate, ſreing ſozrow 

; would'be nothing available. Now the cauſe why 
the Grant Dramuli and's Father fel!, was this > The Empecoy 
of Greece, named Palmetin, and Trineus, @2n to the Empero 
of Germany, being in England, the latter ted in lobe with rhe 
fair P;inceſs Agricola, Daughter to Fredrick, and Siſter 
to Don Edoard, who ſo far pꝛebailed, chat he was in great likeli · 
hood to have her in Marriage: But (@ it happened, that the Pzin- 
reſs and divers Knights and Ladies, attending the Queen and 
Pꝛinteſs Agricola to a neigbbeuring Fozreff', there tu Recreate 
themſclves : Frenaque a monſtrous Gyanr,' Father to Dramu- 
ſiand, dell tous to get the P:inceſs in Marriage, and having ben 
raking the oppoꝛtunſty of their being unarmed, came upon them 
with twenty of bis followers, and in ſoight of the reſiftance they 
made, took from them the Queen and Pꝛinceſg; of which King 
Fredrick having notice, czuſed them alt to Arm them 
purſued the Eyant, when overtaking him, a fierre Tom 
in which the Gyant and alnwſt all his followcrs, were 
divers of the Pꝛinces and Knights on the other hard, lo 
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ed; do that the Mueen and Pyinceſs were at that time re tued, 
which made the Enchantreſs Eutrope, Sitter to renaque, vow 
revenge, and intite the Son to take ſatisfaction fo; bis others 
Blood upon any of the Kingly race, where ever be could convent: 
ently meet them ; the Enchantreſs in the mean while uſing her

C84 after bis good Friend, and not being able tg 
way 2iſcover the place of his aboah, and having ac - 
aaauainted the Pꝛinteſg wich the wozds of the Da ⸗ 
[ moſel, be went to Court as to pzepare fo; the 
L beautiful Flerinas Reception , and to gide the 
King and Nucen what infozmation he could, when during his 

abſence, the Childzen were raken away. 

This good Knight arriving at the Court, and affirming what 
befo2e rumoured with much uncertainty, filled every Bʒeaſt 
witch „ eſpecially the Queens, who fo; loſs of her Son, wok 
on beyond meaſure ; ſs that long it was tre the King could com-. 
fozt her; pet in the underſtanding he was alive, and that in time 
his deliverance would be wiought, ſhe began to be moze temperate, 
and to expect the beſt : Whereupon ozder was taker to fetch the 
diſconſolate-Pxinceſs to the Court; upon whoſe arrival, the loſs 
of the Royal Infants being known, dzew ſecond ſtreams of rears 
from many eyes: Noz would the Pzinceſs be comfozted, but as 
often as ſhe might, retired, and greatly bewailed her ſad migfo1- 
tune; deſiring that the Emperoz her Father and Pꝛinte her Bꝛo⸗ 
ther, then refiding at Conſtantinople, might be made atquainted 
with what had happened: Which Requeſt of hers was granted;

Son made great moan ; the latter dowing in the p2eſence of them 
all, that he would ſpend rhe greate part of his lite in ſearch of 
the wojthy Don Edoard; and with bim joyned divers of the 
| Nobles z- no2 could the tears of thelt Ledies, no} any perſwaſions 
of Geir Friends, obliege them to alter their determinations. 
The Pzinte not to be leſs then his wozd , taving ſettled bis 
Aﬀeairs, and taken leave of his Friends, Armed himſelt᷑ as did tie

This Song greatly pleaſed the Pꝛinte, and becauſe it near- 
ly related to his condition, he engraved it upon the bark of a 
Cypres Tze; by v hat time the Knights were advanced to the 
Tze where the®hields hung; when the firſt Knight bcholdiag 
the beautifull Picture of rhe fair Miragarda, he began to con- 
template thereon, ſaying, 1 hat ſhe whoſe Portraicture it was, 
might well command all Hearts, and was indeed the ſoveraign 
Empreſs of Beauty, and that it was no wonder, that for her 
ſake ſo many Adventures had been undertaken, and that thoſe 
that defended her Cauſe were ſo proſperous.

Vet all that I dare preſume to ask, is, I hat you would daign 
to allow me the Honour of being your Knight, that under the 
Banner of your rare perfections, | may amaze the world with 
deeds worthy to be attributed to ſo much Excellency. as 
ſhines in you. 

This unexpected Complement made the Roſe bluſhes ariſe 
in the P2zinceſſes Cheeks, ſo that the Lillys that befoze were 
ſtriving foz maſtery , were quite vanquiſhed ; when re-col- 
lecting her ſelf, che thus replyed :; ; 

Sir , your Praiſes of my Beauty might have been ſpared, 
by reaſon that I can allow your Comments thereon who no 
other than a Complement : Yet the requeſt you have made, 
being fo ſmall, for this fair Princeſs fake, whoſe Conſin you 
are, [cannot in point of Honour nor Civility deny your 
requeſt;;, yet ſhould blame my ſelf for ſo doing, if (adven- 
turing for my ſake) any misfortune ſhould befall you. 

The Pꝛinte (overjoyed at this conceſſion) took the boldneſs 
to appꝛoach his Miſtriſs and ſalute her fair hand; at what 
inſtant a Mellenger came in ſearchof him, to fnfs2m him, that 
the Empero2 expected him in his Chamber : whereupon (ham- 
bly taking his leave of the Ladies, though with ſome regret, 
he departed, leaving them to their kre dom of diſcourſe.

be Pzince being pꝛoud of his beautiful Tzop, 
q reſolved to convey them to the Court of Re- 
cinde King of Spain; wherenpon riding mer⸗ 
rily thꝛough divers pleaſant places, diſcourſing 
of lundzy affairs , his new acquired Compani⸗ 
ons gꝛratiy delighted in their Guide, but above 
all Arleucea hetame to paſſionate of him, that ſhe 
could not kep her eyes from off him; but he having a defign

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early Chading largely rewarded his Hoft) he rok his leave ; 
When paſſing a Fo2reft, he tame ta a Haven of the Sea, where 
he eſpyed a gzeat Combat of ten Knights againſt thzee, yet 
the later maintained their ground to a wonder; when making 
upto them, be ſon knew rhe thzee Knights to be Berold 
Pꝛinte af Spain, Platire Son to Primalion, and the Sage A- 
liart ; and thoſe that fought againſt them were the Knights of 
the Gyanteſs, who, upon their landing, came to take them Pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners : But as the P2ince was about to come to their alli 
ftance , he eſpied the monſtroug Gyant Eſpouventable cloſe 
lurking behind a T1ee to expect the event of tte Combat, who

out of its hand; whereupon rhe Gyants vaniſhed : So that

But whilf they were diſcourfing with each other, armed 
with fury and a dep deſpair, the toze the Bar out of the Win- 
dow, and by that means having made rom foz her vaſt body, 
the taſt her (elf out, when falling on the Pavement , the with 
the fall extinguiſhed like, to the grief of the Emperoz, and all 
the Ladys of the Court. 

Alfernao in his Confinement hearing of what had hapened, 
and finding himſelf (thzough his Tzealon) faln into diſgrace 
and contempt, at the ſame time fearing he ſhould be bzought 
befo:e the Emperoz, and there be ſharply puniſþed fo? his 
treacherous diflinulation , he rok a Dole of Poyſen , which 
he wſually carried about him to miſchief others, and ſo in 
Teath followed his Friend and old Companion Collumbra.

DW whili the Court was filled with com-

ons , pero2 was , 
That four Turkiſh Galleys he 
in the Pozt; which made him conjecture 
(as inded it was true) that the Turk, 
at the Inſtante of his Daughter, had ſent 
home King Belcar, and the reſt of the 
Captive } 
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Captive Knights ; upon notice of which he was ſo overjoyed, 
that mounting on Þozſeback, he with ſuch of his Nobles as 
were at hand, paſſed to the Pozt, where he found them about 
toland, which gladed him beyond meaſure ; but rheir counte- 
nances were ſo changed hy the growing of their Bcards and 
ill uſage, that but by their Tloices, he could not have kno n 
them; pet taking them in his Arms, he imbzaced them with 
tears, not \iffering them to knel beksze him, as they were 
about to do; but having a Charciot at hand, cauſed them tc 
enter thereinto, by reaſon of their weak eſtate, and ſo conveyed 
them ts the Court, where they were highly welcomed with 
loud acclamations, and the ſound of D2xums, Tzumpetg, and 
Clarions, and feafted in a moſt plentifull manner, the better 
to recover their faded ſtrength. But in the | of this 
Jollitry the Emperoz had notice, that Almancer the Turkiſh 
Emballado2, was on board the Admirals Gally with a C 

from his Tod: Wherefoze rhe Empero! ſent a great Tzain 
to deſire his Landing, and to conduc him in the beſt manner 
to the Court; but he refuſed ir, ſaying , He would not come 
on ſhore till the enſuing Day; with which anſwer they re- 
turned to the Emperoz, who o2dered great - pzeparations fo: 
his reception againſt the mozrow, inquiring in the mean time 
of King Polendos, and the reſt , how they had fared, and by 
what means they were delivered ? When in the name of all, 
the King made this Reply: That they had been hardly dealt 
with by the Infidel ; and that many times their Lives were in 
danger, by reaſon Prince Flozian was not ſent, but through 
the inceſſant Prayers, Teares, and Intreaty of fair Targiana, 
they had at laft obtained their liberty. 

Time ding apace , the weary Courtiers deſired repoſe,

Harmony ; when coming to the Court, he was conduced by 
King Polendos, and Pzinte Primaleon, befoze the Chair of 
State, v here the Cmpcro2 was ſeated in his Emperial Robes; 
when after complements on either (ide palled, and the Em: 
baſCado? had taken his place, he firſt delivered his Letters, Cze⸗ 
dentials , under the Ottoman Seal ; after which he thus 
began : | 

Know , Moſt Puiſſant*Emperor , that from the Mighty 
Ottoman Emperor (my Lord and Maſter) I am ſent to ſa- 
lute you in his Name, and to give you - knowledge, that his 
Emperial Diadem has been ſtained, and its bright dazling 
Luſtre much impaired , by the Indignity offered him, in the 
Perſon of his Daughter, conveyed from his Court by Flozian, 
a Knight of your Court: Wherefore, if you expect Peace at 
his hands, it can be preſerved at no other rate, than by deli- 
vering him up to be deſervedly puniſhed, who has offered 
ſ1-h inſolence to his Turkiſh Majeſty, as to give the World 
oc aſion cf diſcourſe , and blot the Name of that fair Lady, 
wh- is the ſolace of his Life. 

This having ſaid, he ended; and the Emperoz made this 
reply: 

1 Sir, I am deſirous of your Lords friendſhip, and 
ſ:ex not War in my declininxyears, but rather wiſh to ſpend 
the ſmill remainder of my life in Peace, therefore expected 
no ſuch Command to be layed on me, which (if judge aright) 
is to nꝰ other end deſign'd, th.n to create a new ground for 
War : If £5, 1 migh: more juſtly ſeek Revenge for the injury 
and ingratitude m/ Knights have ſuſtained in recompence of 
my Commands and their good will. As for the Princeſs, I 
own my ſelf obl ged to her for their deliverance ; but for the 
injury offer'd her by Flozian, I ſee none, ſince with her Fa- 
ters leave (without compulſion) ſhe left the Court, and choſe 
the Prince to be her Guard, and was as honourably received 


af 
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at my Court, as ſhe could be regarded in her Fathers. As for 
the Prirce you ſpeak of, though be is my Grandſon , yet he is 
not my Subject; nor can I compel free minds, if that l woald; 
but ſurely rather than I would deliver him up to your Ma- 
ſters Rage, (were it in my power, and he wauld conſent) Ide 
freely hazard my Empire in Fortunes chance: And now you 
have my Anſwer, you may ſtay and have the Freedom of my 
Court, or depart at Pleaſure. 
+ The Empers2 thus ending, with a Majeſtick frown greatly 
diſmayed rhe AmbaCado! , who without replying was about to 
retiryto his Sallys, bur that the Pzinces ſtaped him to make 
merry, and received the Empers2s Letter, to which he coaſen- 
ted; and ſo after thꝛe days tarryance, he returned to him that 
— him; where J ſhall leave him, and return to Pzinte 
Florian. | 

The Pzince, with his T:op of Ladies, having reached the 
Court of »pain; ſent bis Eſquire to the King and Queen, ts 
imploze them that they would permit the Knights of their 
Court to Juft-againft a trenge Knight, in the behalf of their 


' Ladies, fo2 that he would maintain the Beauty ot thoſe that 


accompanied him againſt any of the Tourt-Ladies, if ſo be it 
any Knights durſt maintain rhe contrary. The King, who 
had delighted from his Youth in Feats of Arms, appeared no 
wap averſe, but rather deſired that the Ualour of his Knights 
ould be tryed , whereupon he diſmilled the Eſquire with a 
promiſe that his Walters requeſt ſhoulp on the mozrow be 
granted, and that fo; that night Lodgings ſþould be pꝛovided 
foz him and his Lady. The Pzince having now an opps2- 
tunity to try his fo:ce again@& the fable Knights of Spain, 
made no doubt but by his P2owels to Eclipſe the Glozy of 


that Court, in Honour of the Emperoz, and therefoze retur- 


ned King Recinde grrat thanks. 

The night being ſpent in Wirth and Jollitry, the next 
mozning they pꝛepated foz the Lid, the Tzumpets loudly 
ſounding thereto, which awakened the Knights; when 
mounting their Steds, they — found the Puince 
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in the Liſt ; whereupon a Spaniſh Knight, in white Armour, 
with a wounded Heart in his Shield, confronted him, at what 
time the Pꝛinte ſent to acquaint him, That tt himſelf was 
conquozed, the Knight Gould chuſe from among his Tzain 
the moſt beautifult Danizel ; but if he vanquiSed the Knight, 
he would have his Miſtriſs, and therekoze required him to 
align her; to which the Knight whoſe Name was Gouzales, 
ſent this Reply; That he doubted not hut the range Knight 
was weary of his Femate,Tompany, and therefo2e came to put 
chem off at any rate; but as fo2 his Yiltriſs, his power was 
fo little over her, that Ge was alltsgether at her own diſpoſal 
This anſwcr ſo diſpleaſed the Pzince, that he gave Cignal fo? 
the Juſt , without anyconditiong : When running furiouſip 
at tach other, the Spanula Knight was thꝛown from his Þ9:ſ[e, 
with his Hels upwards , which ſv grieved him, that he requi⸗ 
red the Coubat ol the Sword, which the P;ince as readily 
granted, but the King fo2bad it: Pet a ſecond Knight run: 
ning againſt the P2ince; faredno better, and ſoa thicd, till 
all his. Launces were bzoken , ſo that he was vbliged to fntreat 
of the King a new ſupply, and with them had the Juſt dx 
houres, none being able to unhozſe him, which ſoze abaſhed the 
King, to ſee his Enights diſgraced , and the Fame of his 
Court Eclipſed by one Knight, infomuch that he repented 
he had granted the diſpo2t , and thereupon fo2 that day cauſed 
it to ceaſe, intending it ſhould be no mo2e ; but upon the in: 
treaty of Come Knights, that upon the kame of the Exerciſe 
newly arrived there, it was renewed the next day; when as 
the Spaniſh Knights fared no better than the day. befo2e, 
which cooled their courage, 

Matters going thus, the Pzinte reſolved to depart to the 
Caſtle of Almorol the next mozning, of which Arleucea 
having notice, watching her oppoztunity , when her compa- 
nions were alleep, ſhe ſtole into the P2zinces Lodging-Cham- 
ber, where a Taper was burning, and fitting-down upon his 
Sed-fide, began to ſigh out her paſſion in this oꝛder: 
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O unfortunate that Iam ! How am I captivatcd in the ſnares 
of Love, and forced to doat upon the Man that flights my 
flion ? O that I had never ſen his face, unleſs he would

unſem!'y action ſo moved the Pzinte, that dzawing his Swozd, 
be came at him to revenge the Jnjury, which the Knight — 
rather Gyant) perceiving, let go his hold; and drawing: his 
Palſy Blade, a dcatfull Combat began; but ſo eager was 
the P2ince to revenge the affront, that the Gyant receſved 
many wounds, till in the end. fainting, th;ough the loſs of 
bla d, he fell; when taking off his Helmet, the Pzince being 
about to [mite off gig Head, his Eſquires fell on their Knes, 
and with tears begged him to ſpare their Lozds Life , which

whereupon coming up, one thoſe Arleucea, another Poliphe- 
mia, and the third Arteſia; Nay, Gentlemen, ſaid the Pzince, 
you muſt firſt ask my leave, which (aſſure your ſelves) you 
will not obtain, ere any ol theſe Ladys fall to your ſhare. 
That needs not, ſaid one of the Knights, for we will be our 
own Carvers ; yet (truſt me) we will ſo kindly uſe the Ladys, 
that they ſhall have no cauſe to repent the change.

Florian to the combat of the Swoꝛd, who (now at liberty to 
uſe his full ſtrength) greatly rejoyced ; inſlomuch that. the 
combatants being in a readineſs, charged each other lo ku⸗ 
rioully, chat wounds were received on both fides , dur the 
P1ince (whom Foztune ever favoured) bzought the Gyant to 
his mercy, yet wauld not injure his Life, allthough in his 
power, but (uffered him to be carryed off, and his wounds to 
be healed , having ingaged, that if himſelf had ben overcome, 
to have beddowed Arleucea in Marriage upon the Sant 


During the time that Florendos and the attendants ok the 
Caſtle were carrying off the Gyant, and loking to his wounds, 
two Knights came riding up to the Shield of Miragarda , and 
laying hold on it, would have conveyed it thence , but Pzince 
Florian, obſerving his Rinſman to be abſent , fozbad them on 
their perily yet they regarded not his Menaces, but dared him 
to the tombat to defend it; whereupon be p2epared himſelf fo2 
the Juſt, and ran one of them with a ſtrong Strat rhzough 
the Body, and layed the other on the Earth ; by which time 
Fiorendos was arrived, greatly diſpleaſed that the Juſt ſhould 
be perfoqmed in his abſence ; but when he knew that his 
Kinſman Flcrian had done him that ſervice, he greatly rejoy- 
ted, and would have conducted him into the Caſtle, but could 
not perſwade him to ſtay, fo2 that he had p2omiſed to return to 
the Court of Spain, to give rhoſe Knights a further ſatisfa- 
ion of his P2oweſs ; wheceupon taking leave, he departed 
with Lis Female Tzain, every one of which ſtriving to be 
big heſt in his favour. 0 

But far he had not rode e' re he heard the piteous ſhꝛeikg of 
a Lady on the other üde ok a River, and becauſe he could not 
conv:niently come aearcr, by reaſon of the depth of the water, 
he unarmed himſelf and caſt it over, when leaving the Ladies 
he had in guard, he ſwam croſs the Flod, and entering the 
Thicker, beheld a Knight lozcing a Damzel , whilſt another 
Knight was binding her Eſquire to a Tze; which unmanly 
abule 
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abuſe, ſo inraged the Pꝛinte, that he commanded them upon 
pain of Death rs deſiſt , but they being two to one ſeemed little 
ts regard his thzeats , though afterwards they repented it: 
Foz the Pyince being tnraged at fo great a wickedneſs as 
they were about to commit, having given them leave to pur 
themſelves in a poſture of defence , charged them with ſuch 
fury, that he layed one of them b2eathleſs, and bzought the 
other to hig mercy, obligeing him to agk the Lady fo2glve: 
neſs, and taking an Tath of him, to go to the Court of Spain, 
and make repozt of his Uillany, and what had befallen him; 
and fo unbinding the Zamzels Eſquire , he paſſed along the 
Bank of the River till he found a place fo2dable, over which 
he paſſed with the Lady and her Eſquire, demanding the 
cauſe why they uſed ſuch violence, and how ſhe came to met 
with them ? to which ſhe anlwered, That being a Damzel, 
Attendant upon the Princeſs Biragarda, ſhe ob:ained leave

The Damzel had ſcarce ended, when an Outcry and 
Female Shieiks was heard, when the P2ince lwking up, 
beheld a Knight with Arleucea behind him, riding as faſt as 
poſſible away with her; whereupon he haſtened to recover His 
Hozſe, which done, he rode after hum, crying, Stay Uncourte- 
ons, and be ch iſtized for the Inſolence ydu have offered to 
« Lady under my. protect on: Whercat the Knight turning 
about in great fury. ſer down the Lady, ſaying; He would be 
revenged for ſ.ck his bold interruption ; whereupon dꝛawing 
his Sword, he ad anted, but received ſuch a welcome, that 
iter ix 02 ſeven exchanged blows, the Piinte bzought him 
under, and would have taken o7 his Head, but that he begging 
fo; Uke, Ar leucea pittyed him = interceded on his behalf,

at the : When he being unarmed, (which was tht 
Tune policy to know him) appeared to be Florian of the 
Deſart, Ban tu Pꝛinte Edoard ; whereupon the King em 
bzared him, as afterwards did rhe Nun, and all the Cys 
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Nobility, in ſuch a manner that great was the Court ; the 
King declaring, that it was no diſgrace te be foiled by ſuch a” 


But having Cayed there divers days, he reſolved to depart 
towards the Cattle of Arnalte Pzincefs of Navar, to try the 
Adventure of the Caſtle : Wlhereag his new acquired Ladies 
finding him untonſtant in Love, were reſolved to leave him 
which he perceiving, was not at all diſcontented, fo: that they 
were continually \wzangiing amongſt themlelves who was 
higheſt in his favour , inſlomuch that they greatly diſturbed 
his quiet; ſo that departing with Arleucea and her Damzels, 
be left the reſt in rhe Spaniſh Court, and rode towards Navar ;

and her Damzels to carry the Knight into the Caſtle, where 
his wounds being d1efled, andWrefreſhed with Cozdials, he

N CES that was Marded by a Knight in gren 
FSA = == Armour, with a Bulls Head in his Shield, 
which made the Pzince gueſs him ts be 
Pompides, whereupon he taped to pauſe a while, when as he 
underſtood by the diſcourſe he had with a Damzel, that that 
Knight kept the Bzidge fo2 the love he beareth to Armilia, 
Daughter to Meliadus King of Scots: But whillt he was 
conſidering whether he ſhould enter the combat againſt his 
Friend oz fo2bear, a ſtrange Knight came p2oudly riding up, 
and offered to tote the Bzidge, but was Kayed by Pompides, 
when ſoon the Encotmter of the Launce began, in which the 
+ ſtrange Knight was diſmounted, and much bzuiſed. in his fall, 
det he ew his Swoꝛd, and came towards Pompides , which 
made him alight, lo. that betwen them a dzeadfull Combat 
inſued, till at length the ſtrange Knight (thzough loſs of

where repoſing at a Fountain that tod by a Foztreſt⸗üde, he 
he held a Tamzel in a-diſtraged manner crying, and making 
piteous moan , when coming towards him, the fell at his kt, 
and beſought him, To ſave her from an ill-natured and mon- 
ſtrous Gyant, that ſcught to flay her; but ſhe had ſcarce time 
to utter theſe wozds befo!e the Monſter came puffing like a 
Cyclops , having almo ſpent himſelf with running, when 
with a dzeadfull countenance he thus began: 

Wretched Woman! You have betaken--your ſelf to a 
te-h'e protector, whoſe Life you have likewiſe caſt away, for 
. d | not been directed to him in purſuing you, I migkt have 
mit:ed him; wherefore he has reaſon to curſe you for his un- 
timely fate. Nay, replxed the Pꝛinte, b aſt not before you 
know who you have to deal with, for if my ſword fail me 
not, which failed me never, I ſhall ſoon le: you ſee your error, 
a d chaſtize your Inſolence, in revenging the affront offered 
ths Damzel. TUhercupon a fierce combat inſued, which con: 
tinued blady and doubtkull fo2 the ſpace of an hour, all which 
time the Damzel Cad trembling in doubt whether to fp oz 
attend che end of the combat; beit in the end, Foztune kavou⸗ 
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ted the Pzince ſo far, that friking rhe Syanr' between the 
Jornts of his Harneſs, his Arm was parted by the Shoulder, 
pet fought he with the other Arm, till rh2zough loſs of blob 
he fell down ; wherenpsn the Pzince parted his Head from 
his Body, and then underſtad by the Damzel, that it was 
Vaſcalion, who fought firſt to raviſh; and afrerwards to put 
her to Death, becauſe ſhe belonged to the P2incels Gridona, 
whoſe Þugband Primalion had flain Lucran his Father at 
Conſtantinople, when he entered the fight againſt him, in 
hopes to take from him his Pꝛinteſs. 
he P1ince having ridded the Tamzel of her fears , acom: 
panyed her to Conſtantinople, and then diſmifed-her , becauſe 
he would not pꝛelently be known, ſending his Eſquire to take 
him a pzivate Lodging fo2 that night, that he might the 
better underſtand how affairs went in the Emperozs Court;

This News greatly tonſternated the Empers? , and many 
of the Pzinces, but like valiant men, inured to bear the_wozft 
of Foztune, they reſolved to pꝛovide againſt the Tempeſt that 
was bearing upon them: Wlherefoze the Enipero2 cauſed 
Foxces to be raiſed fn all parts of his Empire, and p2ovided 
Armes in abundance, refolving to give rhe Enems ſuch a 
welcome as they ſhould but badly relifh. 

But ere the preparations were fully nniſhed , the Enemy's 
Flet tame detoze the City, and krom the Thief a Herauld was 
fent, to bid deſlantt ot Mar, unleſs Florian, and the City of 
Conſtantinople would be ſurrendzed. But the firſt being ar- 
tepted, rather than the later, the Chriſtian Army dꝛew out in 
this 02der : 
Ning Edoard bring made General of the Foztes, lead Ten 
Thoufand choice Knights, whoſe Rear was bought up by 
Dramaſiand; next him marched Arnedes King of France, 
with Five Thoufand ; on whoſe Right advanced Recinde 
King of Spain with The Thouſand, his Rear being bꝛought 
up by the Gyant Almorol ; and to ſtrengthen them, Verner 
the German Emperoz advanced with Eight Thouturd ; and 
by this time the Soldfan Bellagris was arrived with Five 

houſand Hozſe , having ozdained his Son Blandidon his 
Leivetenant ; after him marched King Polendos with Four 
Thouſand Theſſalian Archers on fat : As fo: Palmerin, 
Florian, Platire, Florendos, Berolde, Gracian, Gurein Ger: 
man of Orleance, Pompides, Don Rouſel, Oniſtaldus, Flo- 
riman, Belcar, and divers other Flowers of Chivalry, they 
would be confined to no ſetled place, by reaſon that upon all oc- 
caſions they might aſſiſt where ned require. The Rear of 
this Army was dzought up by Tarnaes King of Lacedemon, 
and the City committed to the charge of Pꝛinte Primalion, 
who acted there as the Aged Emperoz s Leivetenant, who by 
by reaſon of his Veares and Jnfirmities, was not capable of 
Managing atfairs as he ought, in ſuch a neceſũty. 

The Army being dzawn out, hafted in good ozder to the 
| Pon, where they found the Enemy under the leading — Al- 
„ a yer, 
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bayzer, (whs was made Captain-General of all the Heathen 
Foces) about to land; when as betwen them began a dzead- 
full Jncounter, inſomuch that all the C<o2e was dyed" with

The firſt Squadzon he gave to the Souldian of Perſia; the 
ſecond to the King of Trebezond ; the third to the King of 
Caſpia ; the fourth to the Ring of Armenia; the fifth to the 
King of Cambia ; the fixth to the King of Sparta; the 
ſeventh ro the King Bethinia ; the eighth to the Pꝛinte Arge- 
la of Affrica; and the ninth he lead himſelf , having ſeven 
mon>rous Gyants fo! his guard; when as Albayzer (Ar⸗ 
med in gren Armour, beſet with Golden Spheres, and his 
Ladies Picture in a field of Sinople poztrayed in his Shield, 
mounted on a Perſian Hozſe) thus chered his Souldiers : 

You the flower of Ada, ever Renowned in Arms, , behold 
the day you wiſhed is come, your foes are at hand, and the 
Battel ; certain now is the time to try your Valour , on who: 
Matchleſs cuurage depends in part my fame & highRenown; As 
for me, I ſhall in all parts perform the Office, of a Souldier 
and a General, reſolving rather to dye under theſe. Walls, 
than to depart without Victory; for know, with Honour I 
can never return into my own Country, unleſs 1 perform my 
promiſe, which was to levell the Walls of this proud City, 
whick dares affront me and my great Allyes. 

This having ſaid, he pauſed, but foun2 not any applauſe that 
a\wered his erpectation-; whereupon leaf the Tourage of his 
men ould coole, and all their Ualour faint, be having Mar⸗ 
ſhaled every Bquadzon, lead them on to encounter the Em: 
pcro2s Fo:ces , who came like inraged Lyons to met them, 
ſo that the dꝛeadkull blaſt wag ſcarcely ſounded, e re the fight 
began on all hands cruel and doubtfull; fo2 there might be 
ſen the bzave Exploits of Mar, each Souldier being ſuffi 
tient ta lead an Army; but the mo famed Encounters I

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theſe : Pꝛinte Primalion having lett the City in charge, ot 
divers Knights , bzavely encountered the King of Calpia 
with ſuch courage; that he boze him to the ground, and would 
have lain him, had not fifty of his choice guard came to his 
reſcue ; whereupon paſſing fozward, he made great laughter 
of the foe, cutting off Arms and Heads, to the amazement of 
thoſe that beheld ; when being ſeconded by Pzinte Palmer in, 
none dur ſtand befoze them, inſomuch, that the King of 
Etolia came with a choice band to oppoſe their fury , but was 
overth2own, and hardly eſcaped with Life. Florend5s byeak- 
ing into the thickeſt , pꝛelled on that ſide where the King of 
Armenia fought, gave him divers wounds, and thzew him to 
the ground, | h, that he was carryed by his ts 
as dead to the Camp, Berolde and Floriman leading a ba- 
liant Toop, bzavely charged the power lead by the King of 
Bythinia , and byeaking their Ranks, ſeized the King with ſo 
hard a hand, that he had at that time been taken oz lain, had 
not ſuccours from all parts.of the Army come ts his reſcue, 
yet was he grievouſly wounded, and obliged to retire. No! 
was the Fight leſs blody where Dramuſiand, and Florian, 
Reclnde, Arnedes, and the other Pꝛinces fought , inſomuch, 
that nothing could be heard, but claſhing of Armour and dying 
groans, no2 ſeen on the ground, but Blob, dtad Bodics, and 
hewed of L when as Dramuliand piercing the Squadꝛon 
of his foes to his wich, met with Framuſtant the Perſian Gyant,

During this Bartef, King Edvard rode thiongh oft parts, 
ſuccouring his men where he law moſt ned and makinggrear 
laughter of the Enemy with his own hands, being attended 
every where he rode with an hundred chofte Nnights; when 
as rye Emperoꝛ Palmerin (who from d C Sethe üghr;

from their tertyin death, none being able to reist his fo:ce. 
On the other de kought Florian, whoſe dehth the Gꝛtat Turk 
had strictly injorned ; when thoſe that had it in charge per⸗ 
reiving him far entered amongſt the Ranks of his Enemies, 
incloſed him on every (ide, and gade him many frokes that 
bꝛuiſed tis Armour, which rouſed hig Torrrage to that degræ. 
that with a'force ereeding, he ſo dealt, that ſoon they opened 
on £5279 ide; pet fought he le feng, till ra tparte of deod 
Bodys hemmed im in. But (0 fared not Piinee Ma- 
jortes , fo) being intloſed by a Squadzon of Perſian Hoſe, 
be fought (in Hopes of ſuccour)-rill though wounds and loſs 
of blood fafling. he gave nprhe Shot ; whoke veath much gtie⸗ 
ved the Chyiſtian Princes , efpecially Prince Paſmerin, wl;s 
intirely loved Him, {nfomuch theit to revenge {#5 death. he To 
furioufly charged:theKingof Treber nd Hor breek ime dis fim 
Armour in many places, and \nfiring di ers winds ian 
he (in ſpight ot his men, who laboured to reſcue their Toꝛd) 


tought Him to on. And (o ſong and d2eadfull did 
ergy coritinne Mm Drattraſiand a Framaſtant, that 
thiongh loſs df blood, and wegrinefs, rheyfainted, and were 


rarrytvgnrok the Battel by their friends on either part. 

Gear was the ſoꝛrow of the Ladies, who from the Battel⸗ 
ments beheld rhe üght, there being kew ok them but had a 
Hausband, Relation - oz Friend ingaged , ſo that ſome ok 


them ſ&fng the field beſtrewed with ſlaughter, fwounded away, 


and others retire their beautious tyes, not being alle longer

Ring Edoard rttiring from the foſles of Mar, to rake

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came on afreſh witha commanded party-of Vozſe, and made 
great laughter, inlomuch, that the Jnfidels gave back . and 
the Thiiſtians on that ſide recovered the ground they had loft, 
taking new vigo2, and charging touragioully, inlomuch, that 
Albayzer coming thither to; reſtoze the Battel, wag over-[et 
with the furious Charge o the Greecian hozſemen, and him: 
ſelf rz20wn to the ground, lait ſoon recoveripg his Legs, he 
d:cw his ©wozd, and killed divers Knights , yet was (o 
ſtrongly reſiſted, that there he had been taken oz Cain, had nor 
his Gyants (who alwales guarded his Perſon) beltirred 
themſelves with their mighty Dattel-Axes., pet ane of them 
felt by the Sword of Pzincs Primalion, and another was 
carryed off ſoze wounded, of which wounds he ſoon after 
dyed, % 
By this time the Right Wing of the Turks was bzoken 
and diſo2dered, being pierced by Recinde and the Gyant Al- 
morol, to rally which Albayzer ſtrobe in vain, till ſuch time 
as he had reinfo2ced them with Ten Thouſand freſh men, and 
clapped into the front two of his Gyants., viz. Dromorant 
and Tramfamore ; between whom, and King. Recinde, ſe- 
tonded by his truſty Servant Almorol, began a fierce Combat; 
but being hemmed round bx the Jnfidels, the Ring (after two 
houres fighting againſt infinite odds, ang no ſucrour coming) 
fcll wounded from. his Ho2ſe; and was lain by the Gyant 
Tramfamore , which ſo inraged Almorol, that leaving the fide 
V here he fought, he came to revenge his Walters death, over- 
thꝛowing with his Mate all that @d in his way, when coming 
upon T ramfamor with a*fierce- blow, he bzuiſed his Helm 
and Head ſo much, that he fell dead, with a ho2rible groan 
bzcathing out his laſt. | 

Pzince Palmerin and Primalion hearing of the death of 
Recinde, were greatly inraged, and to revenge it, redoubled 
their ſtrength, fighting like Lybian Trong, ſo that all the 
ground where they fought was covered with blad and llaugh⸗ 
ter; bur Primalion having loſt. much blood in the -fight, and 
finding himſelk faint, by the advice of his kriends (after ha-

bing killed above an hundzed Turks with his own hands) re⸗ 
tired ints the City: Yet the Fight waxed kot on all ſides, 
upon the coming in of freſh ſupplies, ſo that Uino2y hovered 
doubtfull over either Army. 

Arnedes Ring of France having notice that his Couzen 
Recigde was flain, came with Oniſtaldus to revenge his death, 
but after along fight, in which many of the Turks, Perſians, 
and Babylonians were flain, the King having his Eozſe kil⸗ 
led under him, and his Helmet bur, was Cain ; as alfs 
was Oniſtaldus, in endeavouſng bis reſcue ; but long their 
Deaths were not unrevenged: Foz King Edoard and Pyince 
Florian roming with a freſth Toop of Hozſemen, pierced the 
Squadzon of the "Turkiſh Hoſe, where they found many of 
their friends incloſed, yet valiantly fighting againſt Dromo- 
rant and divers others ,. upon which the King end his Son 
put themſelves between, making great laugtter of the Ene- 
my, though not wfthout ſome wounds Teceived ; but ſo eager 
was the Pꝛinte againſt the Gyant, that after a dzeadfull Com- 
bat with him, he gave him a wound on the right fide of his 
Head, which dzought him to the ground, when ſetting his 
Fot upon him, he divided his Head from his Body. Whil& 
this was doing, King Polendos and Belcar enteved the 
Squadzon of the King of Xtolia , and made great laughter, 
inſomuch, that Pꝛinte Berolde, defirous to revenge his Fa- 
thers dtath, coming to their alliſtance, the routed Pagans 
in great diſo2der fled , not regarding the Perſon of their King, 
who labouring to reſtrain their flight, was overbozn with 
the trampling of the Þozſes. Then came on Pzince Florian 
with a frong party, and charged Curiouſly upon the reinfo2- 
ted Squadzon of Trebeſond, making.great flaughter.: inſo- 
much, that Albayzer was glad to leave his ſation, and come 
to that part with his moſt appzoved Knights, but was not a- 
ble to reſtoze the Battel on that part; wherefoze he returned 
to keep firm ſuchas on the other; hand began to! waver ; £92 
the main Sattel, being charged by Floriman, Berolde, & loren- 
dos, Belcar, Franczan, Don Rot " and divers orhers32 gave 
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way apate, as not being qualified to ſuſtain Tuch fury ; pet at 
the ſight of their General, the Captains ſo beſtirred them⸗ 
ſelves, that they bzought their men to make a better reſiſtance, 
ſo that great was the laughter on either part; but ſo ſtrong⸗ 
ly the P2inces pꝛeſled on, that th2ough a lane of Caughtered 
fors they at length came, where they found the Gyant Almorol 
fighting againſt a number of the Enemies, in defence of the 
dead body of Recinde, which he reſolved not to leave as a pꝛey 
ta the Enemies, but with his Like; no2 could the Pꝛintes 
(though he was extreamly wounded , and had his Helmet 
bzoken in divers places) perſwave him to retire . but in the 
end falling, be (thzough rhe many wounds he received, and 
extream loſs of blod) dyed upon his Maſters body, covering 
it with his own, which Pzince Berolde perceiving, and great- 
ly lamenting the death of his Father and his moſt faithfull 
- Servant, charged upon the Gyant Gramalo (who had moſt 
indamaged/Almorol) with Luch fo:ce, that he ſon hought him 
ta the ground, and mote dff his Head, whilft he in vain cr ed 
out fo mercy ;. and following the advantage, he fought a- 
gainſt the Souldian of Perſia, who was come thither, and had 
flain him, had not the Perſians in great number ran berwen, 
and hazarded their lives to ſave their Lo2d ; yet ſo wounded 
was he, that he was 'rarryed out of the Bartel -voubrfull 
whether to recover 02 not; which gave the Chiſtians oppoz⸗ 
tunity to carry off the body of the Ring and Gyant Almorol, 
with many others of note that were Cain ſince the fight be: 
gan. Vet no ſooner had they done it, but Albayzer taking 
kzeath , came on with his chief drength, and charged the 
Squed2on kead hy King! Edvard; but was bꝛavely refiſted by 
thoſe chat \came from the Right Wing rs reinkozte him, 
and again obliged to gibe ground; when as the Souldian 
Bellagris and the Empero Verner came on with a kreſp party, 
and made infinite laughter; but whil the later charged tos 
farionufly, his Hole retiwed a ſhot in the epe with a Perſian 
Arrow, which made him cat his Rider, who in the Kall had 
ent of his lege boken, pet Tought he touragiouſty, till ſuch 
time 
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Floriman, which his men percei 


time as Polinardus and others carryed him off, pet dyed he 
ſoon after of his fall, whoſe death was greatly lamented in 
Camp and City. 

Primalion being grieved at the hard foztune of the Em⸗ 
pero2, fought with great fury, inſomuch, that heaps of the 
flain encompaſſed him about, and was ſeconded by his Son 
Florendos, with as have a reſolution ; ſo that the King of 
Bythinia coming ts the aid of ſuch as were hard put to it, 
ended his dayes in that place, being flain by the hand of Pꝛinte 
it, retired with all con⸗ 
venient ſped ; which made the King of Armenia advance 


with Four Thouſand -choſen Souldiers ,: hoping to advance 


the War, but found bimCſelf ſo hardly charged, that he would 
have retired. but being pꝛelled by the Ch:iftlan Pyinces, he fell 
(together with five hundzed of his be& men) by the Swozd. 


During theſe Encounters, King Edoard fighting though 
the Kanks, came upon. Albay zer, who was at that time ma- 
king havock of. the Chriſtians, and charged him with great 
fury, ſo that a dzeadfull Combat happened betwen them, 
in which Alba; zer had ben lain, had not the Gyants that 
ſtill attended his perlon made great reſiſtance, even till night 
tame on, hindered. the Chriſtians of the Uicozy, and 
cauſed each al to ound che Retreat, the one retiring to 
the City, and the other to his Camp.
